KITAZATO'S CHOLERA CURE. 


Colonel Cockeritl Write* of a Great Jap- 


anese Discovery. 


It was announced some weeks ago 


that Dr. Kirasato, a prominent native 
scientist of Tokyo, had discovered a 
sure care for cholera. 
The doctor was 


very promptly invited to experiment in 
the cholera hospitals of thatciry, and it 
•^as said that out of S3 patients whom 
he treated but 12 died. 
This is a mor- 


tality of 15 per cent. The average dar- 
ing the present epidemic throughout the 
empire has been to date over 68 per 
cent. 


It would seem that, while Dr. Kita- 


zato has not produced a specific remedy, 
he has made a discovery which cannot 
fail to prove of value to ths medical 
profession. 
Nobody knows as yet the 


nature of his treatment, but it is not to 
be supposed that he will long deny to 
science the character of his discovery. 


As the cholera is now slowly dying 


out in all sections of Japan, it may not 
be out of place for mo to say again that 
the splendid manner in which the an- 
tborities have fotight the plague and 
kept it under entitles them to the ad- 
miration of the world. They have dem- 
onstrated that the way to crush epi- 
demics is to fight earnestly, systemat- 
ically and persistently. 


In Japan every condition for the 


propagation of disease germs of all 
kinds esists, and yet, in the city of To- 
kyo, with its population of more than 
1,500,000, the highest number of cases 
reported in any one day since *he chol- 
era made it- appearance, last May, was 
something like 40. It is now down to 
20 per day. Recently there was a sud- 
den outbreak in the town of Sendai, in 
a province to the north of us.—John A. 
Cockerill in New York Herald.
